1 ; nnd the integrity! of his public 
course (directed by their interests rind 
instruction,) brings your representative 
befote you, for justification or condem¬ 
nation of that course, under circumstftff^ 
ces of Unusual provocation and neces¬ 
sity. 

It must be known to all of you, that I 
have been wantonly assailed by a com¬ 
mittee opposed to the present administra¬ 
tion of the Government deputed in a 
great part, from a neighbouring Congres k 
siorial District* nnd that nt a public mee¬ 
ting convened without the limits of my 
district, upon the report of this same com¬ 
mittee, Without even the means or oppor¬ 
tunity of a hearing on the part of myself 
or friends; that meeting has pronounced 
me subssrviml and unfit to be the repre¬ 
sentative of a free & enlightened people. 
This denunciation It will readily be per¬ 
ceived affects you as well as myself S if 
they genet ously concede ttf youjthe same 
measure of light and freedom of which 
they boast themselves, it wi'l follow that 
f am not worthy of (he high relations in 
which / am placed to you and that the 
judgment pronounced on me is just, pro¬ 
vided tlie/arfs and premises upon which 
they ars based are true; and here you 
have precisely tho issue between these 
gentlemen and myself as it is fny in¬ 
tention to show to you that where 
they even stated anything that ap¬ 
proached the truth they have managed 
to distort it, and that in other instances, 
they have stated what is entirely unfoun¬ 
ded. 

In tliis appeal of necessity & self defence 
on my part, I make no claim upon your 
known generosity—/appeal to a loftier 
nnd more moral feeling—your sense of 
justice; nnd upon the statement of facts I 
shall now lay before you, compared with 
their’own report upon the subject, decide 
between these gentlemen nnd your rep¬ 
resentative. I was elected by you, as a 
friend of the administration of Gen. 
Jackson, and as an opponent of the ex¬ 
isting bank of the U. States. It cannot 
he assumed, that this was unknown to 
anv of those gentlemen. It must like¬ 
wise be borne in mind that I had the 
strongest indication of the sentiments of 
the people by the vote of a meeting in 
my district, convened without regard to 
party approving tho course of th® 
administration in the removal or the 
deposits from the bank of th® United 
States. All this was matter ol'publicity iu 
Baltimore; none of the committee wer® 
ignorant of it; and **>« firat intimation 
f had of their arrival in Washington waa 
through Mr. John B. Howell, who with 
his friend Mr. Shelton, from Cub®, 
on Monday evening the 10th Feb¬ 
ruary called to see me at my room, 
Gnd'sby’s Hotel, and were received in 
the room in which the ladies of my family 
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and myitlf wer*. After tb* usual salu¬ 
tations and enquiries. I asked Mr. How¬ 
ell, if the Committee from Baltimore had 
arrived: he answered in the affirmative 
k. said, that he wished to confer wrth me 
n tho subject of presenting the memo¬ 
rial. I told him, that as the greater 
portion of the signers to the memorial 
resided in the district represented by 
Mr. Heath, it might be deemed vmprop- 
•r on my part (o present it, particular-, 
ly ns I understood that Mr. Tleath con. 
eurred in tha vfows of the memorialists 
and would support them, and that as l be¬ 
lieved a majority of my constituents 
vrera opposed to the Bank, I could not 
giro.it my support; yet, if the commit¬ 
tee of which he was • member, wished 
mo to present the memorial, / should 
certainly do so; that ( should feel it my 
duly to say to Ihe House, on presenting 
the memorial, that the signers were 
respectable and incapable of stating any 
thing, but what they believed lobe true; 
that 1 could not in discharging what I 
considered to be my duty, give the memo¬ 
rial my support. 

At this Mr- IIowcll seemed 16 be some¬ 
what surprised, under an impression, on 
his part, that my mind had not been 
made up on the subject submitted by the 
memorial- / reminded him then, that my 
election had taken place after the order 
for the removal of the depo'ites, and by 
a majority of those opposed, ns I believ 
ed, to the Bank, that I therefore consid¬ 
ered myself bound to carry the will and 
wishes of my constituents into effect, that 
/ should be a traitor to them, if. having 
been elected to support the President and 
his administration, l could abandon the 
solemn pledges I gave to do so; and 1 
did intimate, perhaps warmly too, that I 
would risk my life and fortune ratlipr 
than betray the trust which they had del¬ 
egated to me. These are, / am sure, the 
sentiments expressed at that time. Mr. 
Howell being an old friend and neighbor, 
/invited him and his friend, Mr. Shelton 
(who was present,and as I presume, heard 
'the roeversation,) to dine with me the 
next day;-which invitation they accept¬ 
ed, and look their leave. 

On Tuesday morning Feh’y. 11th s- 
bout 10 o’c'oek, Captain Graham, the 
only member ofthe Committee from the 
district I represent, called at my room; 

1 received him ns an old acquaintance 
and townsman, and invited him to join

great many of those who had voted for me 
had signed (he memorial. In reply I 
reminded him ofthe large meeting which 
had taken place at'While Hall at which 
resolutions hud been adopted against the 
-Bank, and in support of the ndministia-

• iTPl. tin -- - • • 

ting as of little importance. I do not 
•recollect that Captain Graham said a 
-word about presenting the memorial-— 
Being mvself under engagement, to 
meet the committee of ways and means 
that morning at 10 o’cl'k. Capt. Graham 
left me. 

At that moment Mr. Hugh Birrkhead 
another of the committee cam* irt'.o my 
room, said his visit was intended for Ihe 
ladies, and while I remained with him 
sot a word was said about presenting the 
^memorial. I also requested Mr. lJiri-k- 
head to dine with me that tiny but he said 
he was under prior engagement. I then 
vr*nt to the committee room, and imme¬ 
diately a r tpi wards into the house. 

Mr. Howell and Mr. Shelton dined 
with mo agreeably to nppoinlmrn', nnd 
I trust that / shall be excused from rela¬ 
ting Ihe conversation that passed at din¬ 
ner. I am quite sure, however, that there 
was nothing said about the memorial. 
Mr. Howell and P',1 r. Shelton having ex¬ 
pressed a desire to wait on the Piesident, 

10 o’clock Wednesday morning was ap¬ 
pointed, and I was to intiodure (hem. 

As during niv absence in Ihe morning 
the committee bnd left their card for me, 

I deemed it proper, as a mark of respect 
to return the call, on the. same day. J 
did so in the evening, and on calling at 
their room, l found Mr. Crawford, the 
Chairman of the Coinaiittcn. This was 
the first time l had seen him, since l is ar- 
‘lival in Washington. Mr- Patterson and 
Captain Graham, of the rommittee, were 
jn the loom, and Gen. Chambers St Mr 
Maxcy as visiters. The re«t of ihe com 
niittee were absent. Gen. Chambers and 
Mr. Maxcy soon took leave, when I had 
some general conversation with Mr 
Crawfoid, and the other gentlemen pres¬ 
ent, about the slate of the money maiket 
—but not a word to my recollection was 
said by tbe Chairman about presenting 
the memorial. Some other visiters to It,* 
rommittee then came in, as also Mr. 
Brown. Mr. Gaither and Mr. Shaw mem¬ 
bers of the committee. To the two last 
named gentlemen, I was introduced, and 
with (hern I conveised separately on the 
subject of the hank and the prosure in 
the money market, but I do not recollect 
a word being said about presenting the 
memorial. After remaining about au 
hour, I took my leave. 

The next morning, Wednesday, 12‘h 
Fe.b., about 11 o'clock, I went with Mr 
Howell nnd Mr. Shelton to the President's 
and after pnying our respects there, we 
visited the Vice President, and then went 
to Ihe Secretary of Slates’ Office.

This terminated all 
the intercourse I had with any members 
of the committee, from their arrival until 
their departure on Wednesday, the Itith 
February, about 2 o’clock. I have no 
rec 9 U«elien of having mentioned the 


name of Mr. Bibb in any manner, to any 
member of ihe committee, and (hall, for 
the present, content mystlf with a positive 
denial of that assertion. 

This is the History, to the best of my 
recollection of what took place between 
tbe committee and inyself, in relation to 
this subject, and upon which they have 
felt themselves authorized in making the 
report, which denounces me hs subservi¬ 
ent, and unfit for the station in which you 
have placed me. 

I have deemed it my duly to lay the 
facts before you at the first moment my 
official duties permitted in my own name, 
lest my silence might be construed into 
an admission of the correctness of any 
part of that report which relates to my¬ 
self. Of the justice and propriety of this 
proceeding on the part of the committee, 
the public will now be able to judge. I 
have only to add, that I utterly deny hav¬ 
ing said any thing to any member of the 
committee which could warrant them to 
infer for a moment, that I was willing to 
surrender my own opinions and indepen¬ 
dence, or violate my duty as a represen¬ 
tative, under the influence of official pow¬ 
er, or to subserve any political or parly 
purpose whatever—& to those who know 
how little I rould gain by such a course, 
and what I must lose it'is scarcely ne- 
ceesary to make this denial. For what 
purpose limn, some of those gentlemen 
upon the list, with whom I never ex¬ 
changed a word upon the subject of their 
mission, have by their names sanctioned 
these misrepiesentations of me, I l°ave 
to others to infer, and to their sense of I c 
honor to approve if they can—my object 
has been to discharge my duty according 
to my own sense of what is right, and 
best calculated to jiromoto the interests 
and wishes of my immediate constituents 
and that, regardless of the consequences 
to myself. This was whnt I meant to 
impress on those of Ihe committee will 
nhom / conversed on this subject, ami 
without sonic design to injure me, I could 
not have been otherwise represented It 
may be proper in conclusion to say, that 
liowcrer these conversations may I ave 
been regarded by the members of Ihe
